with known facts in bacteriology to 
warrant serious and careful investi­ 
gation, which it w ill, of course, re­ 
ceive. 
No trypanosom e has yet been 
found in the blood of a pellagra pa­ 
tient, nor any identified germ o f the 
disease. 
But it is expected that 
a 
germ w ill eventually be found. The 
disease is still as obscure as it is ter­ 
rible, less being known of it than of 
m ost others which have for so long 
been fam iliar to the world through 
their ravages. 
Perhaps the 
m ost 
specific and plausible theory of its 
origin heretofore 
has 
been that 
which connected it with the eating of 
unsound Indian 
corn 
and 
which 
arose from the historic circum stance 
that the disease first appeared 
in 
Europe soon after the introduction 
of that grain from Am erica. 
It w-ill 
be interesting to see if that theory 
will give way to that which im pli­
